The patient 
may complain that light hurts the 
eyes, or may complain that the eyes 
itch and burn, If the mucus forms 
into little flakes, there may be the 
feeling that there is something in 
the eyes, which causes discomfort 
Generally, both eyes are affected at 
the same time, but it may happen 
that one is not affected until two 
or three days later 

In the treatment of acute conjunc- 
tivitis, the patient should protect 
the eyes by wearing dark glasses 


Various solutions are used, such as) 


boric acid, nitrate of silver, argyrol 


land so on, but I do not suggest that 


the patient try to prescribe for him- 


self.
